I the 
map of Africa before him, and tracing a line from Car 
ro to Sennar, and from thence weftward, im. the Ilati- 
tude and fuppofed dire€tion of the Niger, I told him 
that was the toute by which it was defired that Africa 
might, if poflible, be explored. I afked him when he 
would fet out+-* To.morrow morniag,” was his a0- 
fwer: But before I had learned from the note the name 
and bufinefs of my vifitor, I was ftruck with the man- 
linefs of his perfon, the breadth of his cheft, the opet 
nefs of his countenance, and the inguietude of his eye:
